IDAHO VICTIMS OF CRIMES AGAINST PERSONS

The following offenses are classified as crimes against persons:  Murder, Negligent Manslaughter, Rape,
Aggravated Assault, Simple Assault, Intimidation, Kidnapping, Forcible Sodomy, Sexual Assault with an Object,
Forcible Fondling, Incest, and Statutory Rape.  Crimes against persons are counted by the number of victims
reported within a crime incident.

By UCR NIBRS definition, simple assault victims
sustain minor or no injury.  Weapons used to
commit a simple assault, personal or other, do not
have the potential to induce an injury more than
minor.

Injury and weapon data are not collected on the
offenses of intimidation, statutory rape, and incest.
By definition, intimidation offenses involve no injury
and no weapon.  Nonforcible sex offenses,
statutory rape and incest, are of a nonviolent
nature, which would also involve no injury and no
weapon.

RELATIONSHIP OF VICTIMS TO OFFENDERS

Data counts are restricted to those relationships
as defined in Idaho Code 18-918, which states:  for
the purpose of this section, “household member”
means a person who is a spouse, former spouse,
or a  person who has a child in common regardless
of whether they have been married or a person with
whom a person is cohabiting, whether or not they
have married or have held themselves out to be
husband or wife.  “Commonlaw spouse” indicator is
utilized to capture those persons cohabiting.  Data
indicator for those persons who have a child in
common are not available under UCR collection.

Data counts indicate those relationships of which
the offender is identified as a having a parental,
guardian, or caretaker role with the victim.

DOMESTIC VIOLENCE

VIOLENCE AGAINST CHILDREN

Data counts indicate those relationships, not
previously identified in another category, of which
the victim and the offender are related by blood or
marriage.

OTHER FAMILY VIOLENCE

Data counts indicate those relationships that cannot
be classified under the other categories listed above.
